Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  present  the  annual  report  on  the  health  of  the  inhabitants 
and  the  sanitary  and  environmental  conditions  prevailing  within  the  district 
in  1958. 

A  review  of  the  vital  statistics  shows  comparatively  small  variations  as 
with  1957 — the  population  increased  by  330;  live  births  by  10  and  deaths 
from  all  causes  decreased  by  5.  Cancer  deaths  increased  by  1,  although 
lung  cancer  deaths  decreased  by  one.  The  relationship  between  cancer  of 
the  lung  and  cigarette  smoking  is  now  generally  accepted — but  the  con¬ 
sumption  of  cigarettes  increased  rather  than  decreases.  If  we  all  accept  the 
relationship  as  a  true  one,  then  our  efforts  to  eradicate  the  disease  must  fail 
miserably  if  the  people  who  attempt  to  propagate  the  anti-smoking  habit 
are  themselves  heavily  addicted  to  the  ‘weed’  and  if  the  advertising  on  the 
scale  we  all  know  is  continued  by  every  medium  possible.  Tobacco  and 
economics  are  so  integrated — that  to  disentagle  them  does  seem  to  be  im¬ 
possible.  The  education  of  the  ‘teenager’  may  be  the  correct  approach — 
but  the  large  number  of  school  leavers  who  are  reported  to  have  smoked 
during  their  final  school  years  makes  this  avenue  of  approach  seem  a  very 
long  one.  However,  I  still  think  that  it  is  the  only  one  which  can  produce 
the  desired  result— and  the  one  with  which  I  shall  persevere  in  the  years 
ahead. 

During  1958,  infectious  diseases  notified  were  few  in  numbers — there 
being  no  major  epidemic.  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  for  the  population 
under  25  years  of  age  was  carried  on  as  rapidly  as  possible,  both  by  family 
doctors  and  local  authority  medical  staff.  Referring  to  protective  measures 
taken  against  disease- — it  is  worthy  to  note  that  275  children  under  1  year  of 
age  were  vaccinated  against  Smallpox.  This  successful  response  is  I  am  sure 
due  in  large  part  to  the  propaganda  of  the  health  visiting  staff  in  the  area. 
Tuberculosis  cases  on  the  register  showed  a  decrease  from  those  of  1957.  It 
is  gratifying  to  report  that  a  case  requiring  hospital  treatment  is  now  admitted 
almost  immediately — a  very  different  state  of  affairs  from  5  years  ago.  A 
close  watch  on  cases  and  contacts  is  maintained  by  the  health  visiting  staff — 
working  in  liaison  with  the  Chest  Physician  at  his  clinic. 

What  are  the  main  problems  which  face  the  Council  in  the  task  of 
maintaining  a  healthy  community?  A  satisfactory  domestic  water  supply 
has  been  achieved;  the  elimination  of  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions 
(i.e.  unfit  houses)  is  rapidly  approaching  completion;  atmospheric  pollution 
within  the  rural  area  is  small,  and  what  is  present  is  due  largely  to  domestic 
burning  of  unsuitable  fuels  and  pollution  from  outside  sources.  The  needs 
of  the  district  viewed  from  the  environmental  aspect  are  obviously  adequate 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  arrangements — a  number  of  schemes  are  well 
advanced  to  the  point  of  tender,  but  the  process  is  a  long  and  laborious  one. 
In  the  meantime,  considerable  hazard  to  health  is  present  in  many  villages 
from  ditches  which  act  as  sewers.  In  last  year’s  report  1  mentioned  the 
menace  which  frequently  arises  from  flooding  of  these  ditches — the  flooding 
often  invading  the  main  streets- — mad  since  that  time  there  has  been  no 
material  change  in  the  situation,  although  the  commencement  of  sewage 
installations  have  progressed— administratively  speaking!  Housing  of  the 
people  seems  to  merit  larger  numbers  of  smaller  units  of  accommodation  for 
aged  persons — with  a  suitable  agreement  for  transfer  of  many  aged  people 
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from  existing  council  houses  now  much  too  big  for  their  requirements.  It 
seems  to  me  that  the  solution  of  these  two  problems — adequate  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal,  and  housing  of  aged  persons  (from  too  large  to  smaller 
units  of  accommodation — by  transfer)  will  be  the  major  pre-occupation  of 
the  Council. 

What  of  personal  health?  I  feel  that  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1948,  in  relation  to  the  rural  community,  are  being  well 
maintained.  The  care  of  the  mother  and  pre-school  child,  by  national  and 
county  council  provision,  is  very  good.  The  number  of  sessions  of  Infant 
Welfare  Clinics  in  the  rural  area  per  month  is  increasing  to  its  present 
satisfactory  state  with  the  smaller  villages  able  to  utilise  these  services  by  the 
provision  of  bus  transport.  Domiciliary  nursing  and  midwifery  and  health 
visiting  are  well  maintained  in  our  area. 

I  would,  in  conclusion,  thank  Mr.  Beeby  and  all  members  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.  Also  Mr. 
McVinnie,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  the  details  regarding  water  supply 
as  given  in  the  report.  To  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  and 
Council  I  would  convey  my  thanks  for  their  continued  interest  in  all  matters 
likely  to  affect  the  health  and  well  being  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Rural 
District.

The  area  comparability  factors,  for  births  and  deaths,  supplied  by  the 
Registrar-General,  allow  for  the  difference  in  the  age  and  sex  distribution 
of  the  population  in  different  parts  of  the  country.  This  enables  more 
accurate  comparisons  of  the  birth  and  death  rates  to  be  made  than  would 
normally  be  possible  with  the  crude  rates.  For  1958  the  factor  for  births 
was  1.00.  There  was  therefore  no  difference  between  the  crude  and  adjusted 
birth  rates. 

Population 

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population  of  the 
District  was  22,400,  an  increase  of  330  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
This  estimate  includes  members  of  the  forces  stationed  in  the  district.  The 
natural  increase  in  population,  i.e.  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  225.

There  was  again  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  births  in  the  district, 
408  in  1958  compared  with  398  in  1957,  giving  a  birth  rate  of  18-21  per  1,000 
of  the  population.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  directed  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health,  provides  facilities  for  the  examination  of 
food;  ice  cream  and  milk  samples;  specimens  taken  in  connection  with 
notifiable  diseases  and  the  bacteriological  examination  of  water  supplies. 

The  Laboratory  for  this  area  is  situated  at  the  Coventry  and  Warwick¬ 
shire  Hospital,  Stoney  Stanton  Road,  Coventry,  and  my  thanks  are  due  to 
Dr.  J.  E.  M.  Whitehead,  the  Medical  Director,  for  his  co-operation  through¬ 
out  the  year. 


Local  Health  Authority  Services 

The  services  provided  by  the  Warwickshire  County  Council  under  the 
National  Health  Service  i\cts,  with  the  exception  of  ambulance  and  mental 
health  services,  are  administered  locally  on  a  day-to-day  basis.  In  the 
Eastern  area,  formed  by  the  Borough  and  Rural  District  of  Rugby,  the 
services  functioned  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.

Water  Supply 

Mains  water  is  supplied  to  the  Council  in  bulk  by  the  City  of  Coventry, 
the  Boroughs  of  Rugby  and  Nuneaton  and  the  Urban  District  of  Bedworth. 
The  amounts  taken  from  each  of  these  sources  during  the  year  were  as

In  addition,  a  supply  of  14,480,000  gallons  was  taken  by  Southam  R.D.C. 
through  the  Council’s  trunk  mains. 


Substantial  progress  has  been  made  during  the  post  war  period  in  the 
provision  of  wholesome  water,  only  three  small  villages  remaining  without  a 
mains  supply.  A  scheme  has  now  been  approved  to  provide  such  a  supply 
to  two  of  these  villages,  Willey  and  Wibtoft,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this 
report  arrangements  are  well  advanced  for  a  start  to  be  made  on  this  work. 

Seventy-seven  houses  were  connected  to  the  public  mains  during  the 
year  and  the  table  on  the  following  page  gives  the  percentage  of  houses  in 
the  various  villages  that  now  have  an  internal  or  external  supply  of  mains 
water  available. 


Samples  from  terminal  points  on  the  mains  are  taken  and  submitted 
monthly  for  bacteriological  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laborotory, 
Coventry.  Details  of  these  and  other  water  samples  taken  during  the  year 
are  given  below: —

Repeat  samples  taken  in  the  few  instances  where  the  initial  samples 
from  mains  supplies  were  not  up  to  the  required  standard  proved  without 
exception  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  difficulties  experienced  with  the  water  supply  in  Barnacle,  referred 
to  in  my  previous  report,  has  not  been  cured  by  the  weekly  flushing  of  the 
mains,  and  Bedworth  Urban  District  Council  are  now  seeking  approval  for 
the  installation  of  additional  filtration  plant.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  major  portion  of  the  work  on  new  drainage  is  supervised  by  members 
of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Department,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
being  concerned  mainly  with  remedying  defective  or  unsatisfactory  drainage, 
and  additions  to  existing  drainage  in  connection  with  W.C.  and  other  con¬ 
versions.  586  visits  were  made  for  this  purpose. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  approved  a  policy  for  requiring  pail 
closets  to  be  converted  to  water  closets  in  the  villages  of  Clifton-upon- 
Dunsmore,  Dunchurch  and  Long  Lawford,  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  This  was  a  welcome  move  as  the 
collection  and  disposal  of  night  soil  is  undesirable  from  the  public  health 
viewpoint  and  is  bound  to  give  rise  to  some  element  of  nuisance  however 
carefully  the  work  is  carried  out.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  policy  will  be 
continued  as  the  new  sewers  become  available  in  other  villages. 

Tabulated  details  of  existing  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  arrangements 
are  given  in  this  report  and  the  necessity  for  improvement  is  apparent.  The 
protracted  negotiations  involved  before  approval  for  new  schemes  is  obtained 
have,  in  the  past,  considerably  hindered  progress  in  this  field,  although  it  may 
well  be  that  the  improvement  in  the  economical  stability  of  the  country 
generally  will  result  in  some  speeding  up  in  the  future.  It  is  gratifying  to 
note  that  the  scheme  for  Brandon,  Wolston,  Ryton-on-Dunsmore  and 
Stretton-on-Dunsmore  has  now  received  approval,  and  work  should  be 
started  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

This  important  service,  administered  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
continues  to  give  every  satisfaction  despite  the  problems  involved  in  main¬ 
taining  a  weekly  collection. 

The  difficulty  experienced  in  the  Binley  Woods  area  during  wet  weather 
owing  to  roads  being  inaccessible  to  vehicular  traffic,  is  gradually  be  in 
eliminated  as  work  by  the  Countv  Council  on  making  up  of  these  road 
proceeds. 

Watercourses 

The  many  problems  created  by  the  polluted  condition  of  ditches  and 
water-courses  are  aggravated  by  the  limitations  imposed  by  the  present 
legislation,  and  unless  this  is  rectified  it  appears  that  these  problems  will, 
to  a  large  extent,  be  with  us  until  a  sewer  is  available  in  all  villages,  despite 
the  nuisance  and  attendant  dangers  to  public  health. 

Seventy-eight  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  although  no 
notices  were  served. 

Swimming  Pools 

The  swimming  pool  at  Ryton-on-Dunsmore  was  again  open  for  the 
summer  season,  and  1*2  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
all  reported  as  satisfactory. 

Camping  Sites 

A  few  unauthorised  caravans  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year  but 
the  position  generally  with  regard  to  these  temporary  dwellings  has  been 
reasonably  satisfactory.  84  visits  were  made  to  private  caravan  sites  and 
individual  caravans  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Council’s  minimum 
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standards,  and  the  removal  of  unauthorised  caravans.  In  view  of  the 
improved  position  the  number  of  available  standings  on  the  Council’s  site 
at  Long  Lawford  has  been  reduced  to  57,  all  of  which  were  occupied  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  Details  are  now  being  prepared  to  utilise  the  remainder 
of  the  site  for  permanent  housing. 


Rodent  Control 

One  full  time  rodent  officer  is  employed,  and  advice  given  free  of  charge, 
although  both  householders  and  occupiers  of  business  premises  have  to  pay 
if  they  wish  the  Council  to  carry  out  treatment.  The  rodent  officer  also 
treats  the  Council’s  refuse  tips,  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  to  minimise 
infestations.  A  contract  service  for  rodent  control  was  inaugurated  during 
the  year  following  the  cessation  of  this  service  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  and  contracts  were  steadily  building  up  at  the  end  of  the 
yoar.

Owing  to  the  amount  of  edible  material  in  the  refuse,  continuous  treat¬ 
ment  is  necessary  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tips  to  prevent  them  becoming 
reservoirs  of  infestation,  and  these  have  been  attended  to  by  Mr.  Cope, 
the  Rodent  Officer,  with  characteristic  persistence  and  efficiency. 


Verminous  Premises

Clean  Air 

Although  the  quantities  of  pollution  emitted  into  the  air  due  to  the 
improper  combustion  of  coal  are  not  accurately  known  at  the  present  time, 
it  is  estimated  that  from  about  180  million  tons  of  coal  burnt  per  annum  in 


Great  Britain,  there  are  emitted  annually  about  2  million  tons  of  smoke, 
1  million  tons  of  grit  and  dust,  and  5  million  tons  of  sulphur  dioxide.  Nearly 
half  the  smoke  is  produced  in  domestic  grates  although  these  consume  less 
than  a  quarter  of  the  coal.  Four-fifths  of  the  ash  and  sulphur  dioxide  comes 
from  industrial  undertakings. 

The  effect  of  this  pollution  on  the  country’s  economy  is  estimated  at 
£250  million  per  year  due  to  wastage  of  fuel,  damage  to  buildings  and  plant 
life,  increased  laundry  costs,  and  loss  of  man  hours  due  to  ill  health.  Although 
this  economic  factor  cannot  be  ignored,  we  are  primarily  concerned  with  the 
effect  on  the  country’s  health  due  to  the  depressing  psychological  effects 
from  dirt,  grime  and  obscuring  the  sun  by  smoke,  and  deaths  from  respiratory 
diseases,  this  latter  point  being  vividly  illustrated  by  some  4,000  deaths  that 
occurred  during  the  London  smogs  a  few  years  ago.  In  large  towns  (where 
pollution  is  greater)  deaths  from  respiratory  diseases  average  120  per  100,000 
of  the  population  compared  to  78  in  rural  areas.  In  addition  to  the  deaths 
that  occur  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  breathing  in  a  polluted  air 
results  in  a  lowered  resistance  to  respiratory  ailments  generally  according  to 
the  degree  of  pollution. 

This  is  an  alarming  picture  in  respect  of  which  remedial  action  is  long- 
overdue.  The  Clean  Air  Act,  which  is  now  fully  operative,  has  provided  the 
legal  powers  with  which  to  tackle  this  problem,  but  as  in  most  other  aspects 
of  public  health  work  the  most  effective  results  can  be  achieved  by  education 
rather  than  litigation.  In  this  connection  the  high  price  of  smokeless  fuels 
presents  considerable  difficulty.  The  average  housewife  has  little  regard  to 
the  relative  saving  to  be  effected  from  the  higher  calorific  values  and  lower 
cleaning  costs  incurred  by  using  smokeless  fuels.  To  her  the  main  con¬ 
sideration  is  the  price  weight  for  weight  as  compared  with  bituminous  coal, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Government,  the  National  Coal  Board,  and 
other  interested  organisations  will  give  serious  consideration  to  a  reduction 
in  the  price  of  smokeless  fuels  coupled  with  the  maintenance  of  an  adequate 
supply  at  a  consistent  standard. 

In  this  Council’s  area  there  are  only  a  few  large  boiler  plants  and  we  are 
fortunate  in  being  able  to  report  that  without  exception  they  are  either  burning 
oil  or  other  smokeless  fuels,  or  are  equipped  with  mechanical  stokers,  the 
main  requirements  to  abate  pollution  being  the  use  of  smokeless  heating  for 
domestic  purposes.  As  a  preliminary  to  achieving  this  ideal  the  Model 
Byelaw  requiring  an  approved  type  of  appliance  to  be  fitted  in  all  new 
buildings  has  been  adopted,  and  conversions  are  being  carried  out  in  the 
older  type  of  Council  houses. 

The  Warwickshire  Clean  Air  Council,  formed  to  promote  a  co-ordinated 
effort  among  all  Local  Authorities  in  Warwickshire,  has  had  an  active  year 
and,  in  addition  to  the  comprehensive  recording  of  pollution  within  the 
County,  has  also  covered  such  items  as  publicity  and  education,  and  the 
training  of  stokers. 

Canal  Boats 

No  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

At  the  request  of  the  County  Council  delegation  of  powers  was  accepted 
under  Section  73(2)  and  Section  38(3)(4)(5)  relating  to  lighting,  washing 
facilities,  and  facilities  for  taking  meals.  No  contraventions  were  found 
during  the  inspections  carried  out  for  these  purposes. 
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Other  matters  relating  to  food  shops  are  dealt  with  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955,  and  the  Food  Flygiene  Regulations,  1955. 


Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Acts,  1928-36 

109  visits  were  made  during  the  year  and  there  were  d  new  installations 
of  tanks  and  pumps. 

Revised  conditions  based  on  the  Model  Code  of  Principles  issued  by  the 
Home  Office  were  adopted  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and,  although  these  will 
involve  a  considerable  amount  of  extra  work,  they  should  result  in  a  higher 
standard  of  safety  being  maintained  at  these  installations,  which  is  essential 
in  view  of  the  hazards  attached  to  the  storage  and  handling  of  petroleum 
spirit. 


General

HOUSING 

The  Rent  Rebate  Scheme,  inaugurated  in  1957,  appears  to  be  working 
satisfactorily,  and  at  the  half  yearly  review  in  December,  1958,  148  rebates 
had  been  granted  amounting  to  .£56  14s.  0 d.  per  week.  During  the  year 
56  families  were  rehoused,  12  of  these  families  being  from  condemned 
property,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  339  applicants  on  the  housing 
list. 


The  only  building  carried  out  by  the  Council  during  the  year  was  the 
construction  of  5  maisonnettes  comprising  business  premises  with  a  3 
bedroomed  flat  above,  at  Long  Lawford,  2  of  which  had  been  occupied  on 
the  31st  December  1958.  The  number  of  housing  units  owned  by  the 
Council,  permanent  and  temporary,  is  given  on  page  19. 
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In  addition  there  are  5  maisonnettes  at  Long  Lawford,  each  one  consist¬ 
ing  of  business  premises  with  a  3  bedroomed  flat  above.

Temporary  Housing 

The  only  temporary  housing  now  in  use  are  the  33  converted  huts  at 
Birdingbury  Camp.  Some  of  these  huts  are  now  in  a  very  poor  condition 
and  it  has  been  agreed  that  where  they  are  not  considered  fit  for  habitation 
they  should  be  demolished  as  and  when  the  present  tenants  leave. 


Housing  Conditions 

Twelve  applications  were  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  the 
Rent  Act,  1957,  and  33  visits  made  for  this  purpose.  When  this  Act  came 
into  operation  the  Council  made  arrangements  for  the  appropriate  forms 
required  by  tenants  to  be  available  for  sale  from  the  Council  Offices,  and  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  only  a  small  proportion  of  applications  were  received 
for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  compared  with  the  number  of  Forms  G  issued, 
which  seems  to  infer  that  to  a  large  extent  landlords  and  tenants  have  settled 
differences  between  themselves  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  Act. 

Work  on  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme  was  continued  during  the  year 
although  of  necessity  at  a  slackened  pace  in  view  of  the  lapse  in  the  Council’s 
building  programme.  In  addition,  182  visits  and  inspections  were  made  to 
advise  prospective  house  purchasers  regarding  the  possibility  of  the  property 
in  which  they  were  interested  being  included  in  the  Slum  Clearance  Pro¬ 
gramme.

There  is  only  one  Knacker’s  Yard  in  the  district  which  is  owner/occupied. 
Apart  from  the  slaughterhall  and  flaying  room  there  are  other  buildings  which 
house  a  fat  extractor,  bone  crusher  and  drier,  and  rooms  for  the  storage  of 
fat  and  meal.  Almost  the  entire  bulk  of  meat  is  processed  on  the  premises 
and  any  small  quantities  not  treated  in  this  manner  are  stained  before  dis¬ 
posal. 

This  business  has  been  conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner  throughout 
the  year. 

Milk  and  Dairies 

There  are  34  distributors  of  milk  registered  with  the  council,  6  dairy 
premises  and  5  milk  shops.

Appropriate  action  was  taken  regarding  the  positive  sample  to  ensure 
that  the  milk  was  pasteurised  before  being  sold  for  human  consumption. 
The  Animal  Health  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  was  also  informed  and  one  cow  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order. 

According  to  the  Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  the  Attested  Herds  Scheme  and  the  plan  for  the  reduction  of  bovine 
tuberculosis  by  areas  has  made  such  progress  that  by  the  end  of  the  year 
nearly  80%  of  cattle  were  attested  compared  with  less  than  20%  in  1950,  and 
if  all  goes  well  there  is  every  reason  to  hope  that  by  1960  or  1961  bovine 
tuberculosis  will,  for  all  practical  purposes,  be  a  thing  of  the  past  in  this 
country.  If  this  objective  is  attained  it  will  be  a  magnificent  achievement 
and  give  an  even  greater  guarantee  as  to  the  safety  of  our  milk  supplies,  the 
dangers  from  which  have  already  been  reduced  by  heat  treatment  and  the 
production  of  tuberculin  tested  milk. 


Ice  Cream 

There  are  no  manufacturers  within  the  district,  the  only  premises 
registered  being  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  pre-packed  ice-cream.  Six  such 
premises  were  registered  during  the  year. 

Eleven  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  the  form  of  methylene  blue  test  used  to  assess  bacterial 
cleanliness.  The  results  of  this  test  are  given  a  provisional  grading  of  one, 
two,  three  or  four,  and  it  has  been  suggested  by  the  Minister  that  if,  out  of 
the  four  grades  recommended,  ice  cream  consistently  fails  to  reach  grades 
one  and  two,  it  would  be  reasonable  to  regard  this  as  indicating  defects  of 
manufacture  or  handling  which  call  for  further  investigation.  All  samples 
submitted  were  notified  as  being  in  provisional  grade  one,  which  is  very 
satisfactory. 


Food  Premises 

A  considerable  proportion  of  the  year’s  work  has  been  in  connection  with 
food  premises,  and  a  complete  card  index  has  been  compiled,  although  this 
has  only  been  possible  by  the  exclusion  of  some  other  aspects  of  the  work 
of  the  department.  Credit  for  a  substantial  amount  of  this  work  is  due  to 
Mr.  Allen,  the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector. 

As  a  result  of  these  efforts  one  unsatisfactory  premises  has  been  replaced 
by  new  premises,  major  structural  alterations  and  additions  have  been  carried 
out  at  three  premises,  and  fixtures  and  fittings  improved  at  forty-two 
premises.  This  has  been  achieved  in  all  cases  by  informal  action  and  does 
not  take  into  account  the  considerable  amount  of  work  carried  out  by  occupiers 
of  food  premises  on  their  own  initiative,  which  gives  a  good  indication  of  the 
degree  of  co-operation  received  from  the  trade,  but  there  are  still  some  who 
do  not  appreciate  the  necessity  for  maintaining  a  high  standard  at  all  times, 
and  constant  vigilance  is  necessary  to  ensure  that  the  customer  receives  food 
which  has  been  prepared,  stored,  and  handled  under  hygienic  conditions. 
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SECTION  F. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

There  was  again  no  major  outbreak  of  disease  in  the  district  during  1958. 
Only  one  case  of  non-paralytic  poliomyelitis  occurred  and  the  patient  made 
a  satisfactory  recovery. 

Immunisation  and  vaccination  procedures  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough,  smallpox  and  poliomyelitis  continued  throughout  the  year  and  details
